commissioner admits that ho knows 
nothing about what goes on out at 
the crusher, but says that he certi- 
fies that tho bills are correct because 
he was ordered to do so, early In tho 
game, by the finance committee 
of 


the council. 
Aside from that, when 


he IB asked to certify by an alderman 
of much Influence In the 
council, 


while ho holds his office nt tho pleas- 
lire of that body, ho would be a rash 
man to refuse. 
And this situation 


shows one reason why tho street com- 
missioner shouli! ,bo elected by 
the 


people. 
It may also show one reason 


why the street commissioner 
has 


made no annual report of his depart- 
ment for many years, though requir- 
ed to do so by law—but those again, 
aro other stories. 


It follows, however, that 
$500 a 


month is 'paid to one of i..e aldermen 
:o be distributed among the workmen 
whose .ime IB not kept by anyone 
who Is responsible for Its accuracy, 
or certified to by anyone who has act- 
ual knowledge of their employment. 
The bills for the other expenditures, 
'or supplies and repairs, amounting 
to another $500 a month, as a rule 
are all certified to be correct by the 
chairman of the highway commltte. 
who doubtless Is Informed of the de- 
livery of the material by the super- 
Itendent of the crusher, who Is a mem 
lior of that committee. 
Of course 


tho superintendent could certify to 
them as alderman, but In keeping 
with his policy of avoiding tho appear 
ance of any connection with tho crush 
er. he getB somebody else to do It for 
him.

Observe the harmony of the situa- 


tion: 
Alderman McLean Is a mem- 


ber of the commitee which appoints 
him superintendent; as superintend- 
ent lie makes out bills for labor, and 
as alderman Is a member of the body 
that orders them paid; again, as sup- 
erintendent he Incurs large bills for 
supplies, and as alderman is a mem- 
ber of the commltee that certifies 
that the bills are correct, and a mem- 
ten of the body that orders 
them 


pild; as superintendent again 
he 


presents his bills for salary to the 
city, and as alderman a member of 
the committee which certifies that 
the bills are correct, and a member 
of the body ordering them paid. A 
state of affairs like that needs lltue 
comment. 


All these transparent efforts at cov- 


ering something up. that I have do- 
tailed are made for the purpose of 
preventing tho records from show- 
ing that there Is a violation of tho 
law. 
It Is that that makes all this 


subterfuge and concea'ment 
neces- 


sary, and entails all this looseness 
anil uncertainly. 
But of this. It Is 


a fact so notorious and evident that 
the alderman Is acting ns superinten- 
dent of tile crusher, and drawing his 
pay from the city for It. that these 
efforts to hide It are useless. 


The city charter prescribes a pen- 


alty, often spoken of lately, which 
members of the council make them- 
selves liable to by voting to T>ay 
money Improperly. There Is another 
legal aspect of the matter, which 
some of our good lawyers may de- 
cide.

An Ordinance to require a conduc- 


tor or flagman to pass In front of 
electric cars before crossing 
the 


tracks of a steam railway. 


Tho Mayor and the Common Coun- 


;11 of the City of Janesvllle, do or- 
lain as follows: 


Section 1. 
It Is hereby made tho 


luty of every raotorman of an elec- 
tric car. within the city of Janes- 
vllle, before crossing tho tracks of 
a steam railway .with such car. to 
cause the same to come to a stand- 
still at least twenty feet from such 
railway crossing, and It shall then be 
tho duty of the conductor of such 
car or a flagman employed for such 
purpose, during the time such car 
Is crossing 
such railway crossing, 


to pass In front of the same a suf- 
ficient distance to enable him .- as- 
certain whether there Is any danger. 


Section 2. 
No person, company 


or corporation owning or operating 
a street railway, within the city 
of 


Janesvllle. and no person employed 
upon a car 'belonging to such person, 
company or corporation, shall suffer 
or permit any such car to bo run 
across the tracus of a steam railway, 
unless such car Is accompanied by a 
conductor or flagman as provided In 
section one of this ordinance.

publication, 


which publication shall be for three 
successive days.

MOBILIZATION IN TIME OF WAR 


New Board Is to Investigate Qucstlonc 


Affecting the Service and Render 
Professional Aid to the Secretary 
of War. 


•\Vashlnston. Jan. 7.—The 
House 


passed the bill for the creation of a 
scncral staff for the army by a vote 
of 153 to 52. Uy the terms of the bill 
it becomes the duty of the general 
staff to prepare plans for the national 
defense and for the mobilization of the 
army In time of war. to Investigate 
and report on all questions affecting 
the efficiency of the service, and to 
render professional aid to tho Secre- 
tary of War and to general officers am! 
other superior commander*. 


Composition of Corps. 


The general staff corps Is to consist 


of one chief of staff and two general 
officers, all to be detailed by the Presi- 
dent from officers of the army at large 
not below the grade of brigadier-gen- 
eral; four ^colonels, 
six 
lieutenant- 


colonels and twelve majors, 
twenty 


captains to bo detailed from otncers of 
the grade of captain or first lieuten- 
ant, who, while so servlnp. shall have 
the rank, pay nnd allowances of cap- 
tains mounted. 
All officers 
In the 


general staff shell be detailed therein 
for'periods of four years. 
While serv 


Ing In the general staff corps officers 
may be assigned temporarily to duty 
\rlth any branch of the army. 


Chief cf Staff. 


The bill also provides that the chief 


of staff, under the direction 
of 
the 


President, shall have supervision of 
all troops of the line and of the ad- 
jutant generals, 
inspector 
generals. 


Judge advocates, quartermaster, sub- 
sistence, medical, pay and ordinance 
departments, the crops of engineers 
and the signal crops, and shall 
per- 


form'such other duties as may be as- 
signed to him by the President.
